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Brampton man charged in largest drug bust in OPP history

A Brampton resident is 
among three men charged 
in connection with the larg- 
est single drug seizure in 
OPP history. 

Orillia Police announced 
Monday morning that they 
had completed an intercon- 
tinental investigation that 
resulted in the discovery of 
1,062 kilograms of pure co- 
caine. 

The wholesale value of the 
cocaine is worth $60 mil- 
lion. The eventual street 
value is approximately 
$250 million. 

The investigation was con- 
ducted by Project HOPE, a 
cross-border joint initiative 
involving Peel Regional 
Police, the U.S. Drug En- 
forcement Administration 
(DEA), the OPP’s Orga- 
nized Crime Enforcement 
Bureau and Canada Border 
Services Agency (CBSA), 
among others. 


The investigation discov- 


ered three individuals who 
were transporting mass 
amounts of cocaine from 
Argentina, and linked to co- 
caine being transported in 
shipping containers at the 
Port of Montreal. 

The OPP worked with 
CBSA over the course of 
several months to identify 
the containers and loca- 
tions. 


Investigators were eventu- 
ally led to cocaine caches in 


Montreal and Stoney Creek, 
Ontario. 

36-year-old Mauricio An- 
tonio Medina-Gatica from 
Brampton was arrested and 
charged with importing and 
trafficking cocaine. 
52-year-old Luis Enrique 
Karim-Altamirano, of 
Vaughan, and 45-year-old 
Iban Orozco-Lomeli, of To- 
ronto, were charged with 
possession and trafficking 
counts. 


Medina Gatica and Oroz- 
co-Lomell have been 
released on bail, while 
Karim-Altamirano is still in 
custody and will appear at a 
bail hearing on Aug. 30. 
“With the amount of pure 
cocaine seized during Proj- 
ect HOPE, we’ve stopped 
many criminals from caus- 
ing more harm to our com- 
munities,” said OPP Com- 
missioner Vince Hawkes.

Police responded to calls 
on Friday evening around 6 
p.m. regarding a number of 
males driving motorcycles 
at high speed in the Mount 
Premier and Mount Fuji 
Crescent residential area in 
Brampton. 


An officer visiting the scene 
reported that one of the mo- 
torcycles was stolen and at- 
tempted to arrest a man. 


He was swarmed and as- 
saulted by other males in 
the area, but did not suffer 
any injuries. 

Police investigated further 
and executed a search war- 
rant at a residence, which 
resulted in the seizure of 
an undisclosed amount of 
drugs including crack and 
cocaine, a large quantity of 
ammunition, an addition- 


al stolen motorcycle and a 
pump-action shotgun. 


21-year-old Kimo Christie, 
from Brampton, was arrest- 
ed and charged with multi- 
ple offenses, including fire- 
arm possession, possession 
of a controlled substance 
and firearm possession. 


25-year-old Linval Ritchie, 
of no fixed address, was ar- 
rested and charged with as- 
saulting a police officer. He 
was released on a promise 
to appear in court on Sept. 
28. 


A 17-year-old Orangeville 
man, who cannot be identi- 
fied under the Youth Crimi- 
nal Justice Act, was arrested 
and charged with assaulting 
an officer. He will appear in 
court on Sept. 26. 


Police are also looking for 
witnesses who may have 
seen the incident or record- 
ed video. 


Cops looking for witnesses in latest homicide in Mississauga

Peel Regional Police are 
looking for two suspects in 
a white SUV after a fatal 
shooting in the area of The 
Collegeway and Ridgeway 
Drive early Saturday morn- 
ing. 

A woman and man, both 
described as black, were 
spotted heading eastbound 
on The Collegeway shortly 
after the shooting of a man 
in his 20s. 


Residents in a local apart- 
ment block woke up to the 
sound of police sirens as 
heavily armed tactical offi- 
cers and K-9 units respond- 
ed to reports of gunfire. 


“The call came in around 
7:50, said Const. Bancroft 
Wright. “We received a re- 
port of shots fired and offi- 
cers arrived and saw a male 
in distress. The ambulance 
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arrived and he was later 
pronounced dead.” 


The victim was later iden- 
tified as 29-year-old Franc 
Gabriel Paisley, of Missis- 
sauga. 

Afterwards, some _resi- 
dents who live in the nearby 
apartment complex gath- 
ered outside. 

“Hearing all the sirens 
and stuff. Someone is mur- 
dered, that’s all we know,” 
said a man who lives in the 
apartment building where 
much of the police investi- 
gation was focused. 

“T know it’s on the sixth 
floor. Something to do 
with the sixth floor and the 
shooting. I’m on the 11th 
floor,” said the resident, 
who declined to give his 
name. 

“Considering this hasn’t 
happened in a long time, 
it’s a quiet neighbourhood. 


We came out to the excite- 
ment.” 

He said most of those who 
live in the building are fine 
but adds some non-resi- 
dents may not be. 

“Tt’s just some of the peo- 
ple that come visit. I don’t 
know if they’re from there 
or what.” 

Ahmed, a resident who 
lives in a nearby building, 
said he didn’t notice any- 


thing out of the ordinary 
until he looked outside his 
window. 

“T never really heard. I just 
looked outside my window 
and saw a bunch of cop 
cars.” 


Police have yet to release 
suspect information, but 
are asking members of the 
public to contact them if 
they know anything that 
may help their investiga- 
tion. 


Man arrested in connection with 
Mississauga’s 10th homicide of 2017 


Police have arrested two 
men in connection with a 
homicide case earlier this 
year. 


Officers responded to a 
shooting ata strip club on 
June 29 at 1820 Dundas 
Street West, and found 
a male who had sus- 
tained gunshot wounds. 
The male, 27-year-old 
Raimzhan Tokhtabayev, 
was transported to hos- 
pital, but succumbed to 
his injuries. 

Police arrested 20-year- 
old Toronto resident 
Elias Gibb and 23-year- 
old Mississauga resident 
Christopher Anderson 
on Thursday, Aug. 24 in 
connection with the mur- 
der. Both men surren- 
dered without incident. 


Gibb was charged with 


First Degree Murder, 
while Anderson was 
charged as an accessory 
to murder. 

Both men appeared in 
Brampton court on Aug. 
25.

The government agency 
that runs group homes and 
other services for the de- 
velopmentally challenged 
in Peel Region and other 
parts of the western GTA 
has agreed to a new con- 
tract with its local workers. 


A week before the 340 
workers could have gone 
on strike, the Ontario 
Public Service Employees 
Union and Central West 
Specialized Developmental 
Services have struck a deal. 
The members of OPSEU 
Local 249 had been work- 
ing without a _ contract 
since March 2016. Wages 
were the key issue in the 
dispute. 

“Our members’ were 
genuinely insulted when 


management came to the 
table offering a dime more 
an hour,” said Local 249 
vice-president Terry Kirke- 
los, who is also a member 
of the union bargaining 
team. 

“To see that increased to 
70 cents is a real victory.” 

The union represents 340 
workers at the Central 
West Specialized Devel- 
opment Services agency at 
group homes in Mississau- 
ga, Oakville, Burlington, 
Halton Hills and George- 
town. 

The 340 workers pro- 
vide residential services in 
group homes across and 
treatment services, includ- 
ing counselling, nursing, 
speech-language patholo- 
gy, behaviour therapy, and 
psychology services.

Besides the wage hike, the 
OPSEU workers also saw 
their benefits improved , 
including a three-cent in- 
crease in their travel allow- 
ance, from 39 cents a kilo- 
metre to 42 cents. 

A ratification vote is slat- 
ed for Thursday, August 
31. The union bargaining 
team has unanimously rec- 
ommended that members 


accept the deal. 


“Solidarity was central to 
Local 249’s ability to reach 
a tentative agreement,” 
said OPSEU president 
Warren (Smokey) Thomas. 

“The members were unit- 
ed behind their bargaining 
team, and management got 
the message loud and clear. 
That’s why an agreement 
was reached before the 


Sept. 6 strike deadline.” 
OPSEU is the province’s 
biggest public sector union, 
with 130,000 members 
who work for the Ontario 
government, inside com- 
munity colleges, for the 
LCBO, in the health care 
sector community agencies 
inside the broader public 
service. 


Business associations react to Peel’s slow theatre season

The restaurant indus- 
try is still crunching the 
numbers on this sum- 
mer’s receipts, but movie 
box office numbers are 
in — and they are terrible. 


Canadian and U.S re- 
ceipts from the final 
weekend in August were 
the lowest in 16 years. 
The month’s total box 
office numbers are down 
35% from last year. 


“I read a lot about the 
drivers to our industry, 
and I see theater traffic 
is down. If there’s less 
people going to a theater, 
it absolutely will have an 
impact to that restau- 
rant,” Elenis said. 


Spring proved to be a 
grim foreshadowing of 
what was to come in the 
summer for the movie 
industry. 


Cineplex, Canada’s 


largest movie chain, re- 
ported 400,000 fewer 
customers in the April 
to June quarter. If pre- 
vailing industry trends 
prove correct, it would 
suggest that 200,000 
fewer Canadian movie- 
goers would’ve dined at 
a nearby eatery in the 
three months leading to 
summer. 


In the movie industry’s 
post-mortem of the sum- 
mer season, much of the 
early blame appears di- 
rected at Hollywood’s 
reliance on franchises, 
sequels and reboots. 

As a life-long moviego- 
er, Elenis says there is a 
growing sense of ‘fran- 
chise fatigue’ among 
those looking for some- 
thing fresh and exciting 
at the cinema. 


“All I hear is that there’s 
a lot of remakes, and 
nothing about big block- 


busters that would draw 
people in.” 


The producers of Hol- 
lywood flops have some 
hope of recouping their 
losses in international 
markets, but that does 
little to help restaurants 
in Peel Region. 


There are also anecdotal 
reports that poor sum- 
mer weather is having a 
negative effect on some 
eateries. “Those who 
have patios are hurting 
big time because of the 
weather,” Elenis said. 


The news isn’t all bad. 
The cheap Canadian 
dollar is giving tourism 
a boost, which may go a 
long way toward offset- 
ting the less than stellar 
movie-going traffic. 

Up until June, the 
restaurant industry was 
up 10% from last year. 


Whether those numbers

will hold up in the face 
of poor weather and bad 
movie ticket sales num- 
bers remains to be seen. 


“There’s many factors 
probably driving any 
downturn to the in- 
dustry,” says  Elenis. 
“There’s an absence of 
any tangible data. It does 


get complex when you’re 
asking ‘what happened 
to my business’ this year 
versus last year,” he said. 


The restaurant indus- 
try’s total receipts will 
tell the real story and 
they won’t be available 
for another month or 
two. 
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rampton May- 
or Linda Jeffrey 
recently sent the 


hometown pro _ hockey 
team a pretty frank mes- 
sage— don’t come back 
to taxpayers looking for 
more. 


The mayor had opposed 
the 2016 sponsorship 
deal for the Brampton 
Beast that will pump $1.5 
million of taxpayer mon- 
ey into the ECHL hockey 
club over three years to 
help the team staunch 
its red ink and stay in the 
community. 


The mayor voted against 
that marketing deal, a 
controversial agreement 
that angered many con- 
stituents fed up with 
what they see as lax 
spending by the city and 
poor financial practices 
that go back many years. 

In a recent interview 
with PDN, Jeffrey, a for- 
mer provincial Liberal 
cabinet minister, said 
voters in next year’s local 
election should be asking 
why councillors voted for 
the Beast bailout against 
the advice of city staff, 
and “why my tax dollars 
would be spent subsidiz- 
ing somebody who’s a 
millionaire.” 

It’s hard to say wheth- 
er Kingston business- 
man Gregg Rosen— the 
Beast’s principal owner— 
has that kind of money. 
But as chairman of Kim- 
co Steel, a sprawling fam- 
ily-run Kingston metal 
distributor and recycler 
more than a century old, 
he’s probably not living 
in the poorhouse. 

No matter what help 
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The uphill battle for the Brampton Beast 


the city has provided, 
the Beast still has an up- 
hill fight to make a dime 
in the Brampton hockey 
market. 


The city and neighbour- 
ing Mississauga have 
seen repeated failures 
with their local hockey 
teams, who have been 
annual perennial losers 
at the gate in various 
leagues. 

Remember the Bramp- 
ton Battalion? The OHL 
team lost money for ev- 
ery year of its 16-year 
existence and drew the 
smallest crowds in the 
OHL before owner Scott 
Abbott got fed up and 
took the team to North 
Bay for the 2014 season. 
How about the short- 
lived Brampton  Sev- 
en-Ups, and numerous 
junior teams _ ranging 
from the Warriors and 
Chevies to the Capitals 
and Rockets who also 
eventually moved from 
the Flower City. 

In Mississauga, the St. 
Michael’s Majors lasted 
five years at the Hershey 


Centre then became the 
current Steelheads. 


Meanwhile, the  Ice- 
Dogs— a junior team 
once owned and coached 
by Don Cherr— packed 
up and moved to St. 
Catharines after a decade 
in Peel. 


Most hockey experts be- 
lieve that Peel Region’s 
diverse population— with 
large groups of Indo-Pa- 
kistani, Chinese and Fil- 
ipino immigrants— is 
the main reason hockey 
is not as entrenched in 
those communities as 
soccer, basketball or even 
cricket. 

“It’s hard to sell out a 
Beast game,” observes 
a Brampton-born busi- 
nessman who has op- 
erated hockey teams in 
the past. “But if you built 
an indoor cricket pitch, 
you'd probably be suc- 
cessful.” 

The GTA has long been a 
hotbed of hockey for the 
Maple Leafs— in all eth- 
nic communities— and 
Hockey Night in Cana- 
da even broadcasts Leaf 


games in Punjabi. 

But even the NHL 
team’s recent success 
and roster of budding 
superstars may not help 
boost interest for GTA 
minor leagues perceived 
by fans to be of second-ti- 
er quality. 

Abbott, the North Bay 
Battalion owner, says the 
OHL team in Brampton 
“was in the schools and 
in the corporate commu- 
nity...but there was just 
no traction.” 

He suggests it may be 
even more difficult for 
the Beast, in a minor pro 
league where there are 
few stars and the aver- 
age player makes $600 a 
week. 

When Rosen bought the 
Beast a few years ago he 
said the key to success 
with the franchise was 
about “marketing and 
creating a buzz on a lim- 
ited product.” 

Part of the Beast’s deal 
with the City of Bramp- 
ton will give the city the 
right to advertise on the 
boards at the Powerade 


Centre for 36 home 
games, hundreds of free 
tickets, advertising on 
the Beast team bus that 
travels across the U.S., 
team jerseys ads as well 
as profit-sharing and 
other benefits. 


The Beast, which loses 
about $1.5 million a year, 
is also trying to get up to 
10 local minority owners, 
to help boost the team’s 
presence in the corporate 
community and pump 
a few million into the 
team’s coffers. 

Rosen would still con- 
trol 51 per cent of the 
club, which is said to be 
worth between $5 mil- 
lion and $10 million. 

We'll likely see strong 
marketing efforts this 
fall to promote the Beast, 
some partnerships with 
local media and business 
groups and other efforts 
to help boost attendance 
at the Powerade Centre 
and spark a buzz in the 
community about the 
team. 

You can expect to see 
a game or two sold-out 


with thousands of free 
tickets for school kids. 


The Beast averaged 
about 3,106 people a 
game last year, in the 
lower third of the 27- 
team ECHL, just behind 
the Rapid City Rush and 
just ahead of the Norfolk 
Admirals. 


So there is a long way 
to go to revive the team’s 
fortunes— and the writ- 
ing is still on the wall 
whether the turnaround 
effort will work. 


But whether it does or 
doesn’t it seems high- 
ly unlikely the City of 
Brampton will put more 
money into the effort 
when its current deal ex- 
pires after next year. 


Jeffrey is committed to 
improving Brampton’s fi- 
nancial management and 
keep its ballooning taxes 
under control. 


Remember she’s the lo- 
cal politician who called 
in former provincial au- 
ditor Jim McCarter to re- 
view Brampton’s financ- 
es in late 2014. 

McCarter noted Bramp- 
ton’s bloated labour costs 
and salaries were eating 
up most revenues from 
property taxes. 

He also warned about 
the city’s $215 million 
debt and capital reserves 
that were nearly drained. 

The mayor expects local 
voters still smarting from 
years of murky financial 
practices will be highly 
wary of another Beast 
bailout.

Striking airport workers 
say they'll stay out on the 
picket line until Christ- 
mas if they have to after 
rejecting a company offer 
late last week.

About 700 baggage 
handlers, aircraft cab- 
in cleaners and ground 
workers are now into 
their fifth week on the 
picket lines. 


“If they come up tomor- 
row with a better offer, 
we will accept it. As long 
as they keep bringing 
the same offer everyday, 
we'll stay out here as 
long as it takes,” he said. 


Teamsters Local 419 
overwhelmingly rejected 
a new contract offer by 
Swissport Cargo Han- 
dling. 

Amponsah says 98 per 
cent of members rejected 
the offer as being similar 
to the original one they 
already turned down. 


“It’s the same contract 
that we rejected from 
the start. They made a 
couple of changes to lan- 
guage but underneath 


it’s the same contract. If 
they come up with a bet- 
ter offer tomorrow, we 


will accept it,” Ampon- 
sah added. 
Swissport has used man- 


agement and_replace- 
ment workers to contin- 
ue operating and there 
are conflicting reports of 
service delays resulting 
from the dispute since it 
began July 27. 

A statement from To- 
ronto Pearson Interna- 
tional Airport notes the 
airport continues to run 
smoothly and “has a con- 
tingency plan in place, 
as part of our emergency 
management program, 
to deal with labour dis- 
ruptions. 


Amponsah _ says___ the 
union has been receiving 
reports of ongoing prob- 
lems. 

“Swissport says ‘every- 
thing is cool’ and we 
know that is not true. 
What we want is for the 
public to come up and 
say ‘you know what,’ ’'m 
missing my bag, miss- 
ing my whatever but 
nobody is doing it. We 
know there’s a problem 
in there.”

ficer who spoke to Peel 
Daily News on condition 
he not be named, says 
the dispute has led to a 
lot of frustration on the 
part of travellers. 


“Most people do know 
what’s happening but 
when their baggage ar- 
rives three days late, 
theyre obviously frus- 
trated,” he said. 
“Baggage wise, were 
seeing difficulties. Nor- 
mally it would be about 
45 minutes for them to 
go through customs and 
clear it. Right now, some 
people are saying it’s 
about an hour in the bag- 
gage hall alone. That’s 
assuming they actually 
get their baggage.” 


“Most people are coming 

out, that are coming out 
late, their baggage is ei- 
ther in a different coun- 
try or never left the coun- 
try to begin with.

Arameet Kaur Bhullar will 
face a disciplinary hearing 
this fall by the Mutual Fund 
Dealers Association of Can- 
ada, the industry regulatory 
group. 

Bhullar, who worked in the 
fund industry from 2012 to 
2015, is accused of falsify- 
ing seven client signatures 
on five accounts to process 
transactions. The events oc- 
curred between September 
and October, 2015. 


He was fired by Scotia 
Securities Inc. in Novem- 


ber 2015 and is no longer 
working in the investment 
industry. 

Bhullar’s first disciplinary 
hearing on the matter is 
slated for Oct. 28. 


The hearing panel has 
the power to reprimand 
Bhullar, fine him up to $5 
million for each offense, 
suspend or revoke his fund 
licence to work in the in- 


dustry.

In Peel Region and oth- 
er parts of Ontario, the 
trail mix products were 


sold before Friday, Aug. 25 
at Loblaws and _ affiliated 
stores such as Fortinos®, 
No Frills®, Real Canadian 
Superstore, Valu-Mart, In- 
dependent, Zehrs and affili- 
ated independent stores. 


Customers should not eat 


the trail mix and return 
them to the store for a full 
refund. 

“We apologize for any in- 
convenience this recall may 
have caused,” Loblaws said 
in a statement. “The safety 
of our customers is our top 
priority.” 

Loblaws is headquartered 
on Presidents Choice Cir- 
cle in southern Brampton 
and employs 3,200 people 
at its head office and stores 
in the Peel city. Across the 
country, the company oper- 
ates more than 2,000 stores 
under various banners and 
employs 135,000 people. 
Last year, it generated 
more than $45 billion in 
annual sales.

Last week’s announced 
shutdown of General Elec- 
tric’s 125-year-old indus- 
trial motors plant in Peter- 
borough -- with the loss of 
358 jobs -- resonated in the 
minds of Peel workers who 
saw their jobs wiped out in 
recent years when big mul- 
tinationals closed plants in 
the region. 


Whether it was Swiss drug 
maker Novartis’s decision 
to shut down its Missis- 
sauga Ciba Vision contact 
lens solution plant at the 
end of 2014, laying off 300 
workers, or Bacardi Cana- 
da’s shutdown and sale of 
a 51-employee Brampton 
bottling plant this spring, 
the multinationals could 
cut local plants and easily 
shift production to other 
North American factories. 


Other companies did the 
same thing. Sensor maker 
CTS Corp. shut down its 


Mississauga plant in late 
2015 and relocated to Mexi- 
co, eliminating 129 jobs. 


Earlier, British-Dutch food 
giant Unilever closed its 
soup factory in Brampton, 
cutting 280 jobs. 


Over the years, southern 
Ontario’s manufacturing 
economy has been ham- 
mered by the restructur- 
ing in the auto business, 
food processing and other 
blue-collar sectors where 
global players like GE, Gen- 
eral Motors, Heinz and Uni- 
lever operate in hyper-com- 
petitive global markets. 


Such restructuring has hit 
communities from Hamil- 
ton to Windsor, but it has 
been felt particularly hard 
in the industrial belt in Ni- 
agara and _ southwestern 
Ontario, where the auto 
sector shed tens of thou- 
sands of jobs in the last de- 
cade. 


The GE plant shutdown 
next year will devastate the 
local Peterborough econo- 


my since the motors plant 
is one of the eastern On- 
tario city’s biggest private 
businesses, but it doesn’t 
signal more turmoil for Peel 
Region. 

Caledon, Brampton and 
Mississauga have _ their 
share of industrial plants, 
but they boast a far more di- 
versified employment sec- 
tor that helps cushion the 
blow of any future down- 
turns in the blue-collar 
sector and looming plant 
closures. 


A review by PDN shows the 
Region’s biggest employers 
are a mix of government, 
broader public, health care 
and big companies in a va- 
riety of growing sectors - 
from financial services and 
distribution to air travel 
and related aerospace ser- 
vices to technology and ad- 
vanced manufacturing.

Industrial accident leaves one man dead in 


Mississauga; Ministry of Labour investigating

The Ministry of Labour has 
been called in to investigate 
after a worker at a Missis- 
sauga company died Sat- 
urday due to an industrial 
accident. 

Peel Police report that the 
cops were called in around 
10 a.m. on Saturday, Aug. 
26 to Honeywell Aerospace, 
located at Unity and Colo- 
nial Drive. 

The man was reportedly 
employed with a different 


company, Fencor Hydro 
Excavation, but was work- 
ing at Honeywell as a sub- 
contractor at the time of the 
accident. 

Fencor Hydro Excavation 
is an excavation company 
that uses pressurized water 
and high powered vaccuum 
units, while Honeywell is a 
technology and manufac- 
turing company. 

Two men were working on 
a drain when one of them 
was struck in the upper 
body by a_ high-pressure 
water hose. Peel Paramed- 


ics pronounced the man 
dead at the scene. 


Police report that the vic- 
tim was 50-years-old. 

Ministry investigators were 
dispatched to the scene af- 
terwards, and have issued 
requests to Fencor to stay 
clear of the scene and for 
Honeywell to release video 
surveillance footage of the 
incident. 

In a statement released late 
Monday, a Ministry spokes- 
woman said that the inves- 
tigation is ongoing.

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Masters runner Dermot Holwell sets the gold standard

Most people who run for fit- 
ness have probably heard of 
the Boston Marathon. 


If runners are fast enough 
and dedicated to the sport, 
they may even qualify for this 
prestigious race and com- 
plete it. 


Sixty-two-year-old 
mild-mannered accountant 
and local trucking executive, 
Dermot Holwell is that kind 
of runner and has completed 
this — the grand daddy of all 
marathons— a total of 27 con- 
secutive times. 


Originally a rower from St. 
John’s N.L. Holwell got into 
running in 1978 and, you 
guessed it, to keep in shape 
for rowing. His rowing coach 
suggested he run a few miles 
around the rowing lake to 
build his stamina for compe- 
titions. 


Lady Luck has always smiled 
favourably on Holwell be- 
cause it was around this time 
that his neighbour Gord Tar- 
rant, a legally blind runner, 
knocked on his door asking 
if he would run with him as 
a guide. Holwell agreed. The 
first run was seven miles and 
he was hooked for good. 


That was 1978. Holwell did 
his first marathon in 1981 
in St. John’s. With that first 
marathon, he found the thing 
that would keep his body and

ning never left him. 


soul youthful and happy for 
years to come. Buoyed with 
confidence, he piled up over 
1,000 miles of trailing in the 
tough weather conditions of 
the Rock. 


He entered the 1981 Ottawa 
Marathon and the race day 
was a scorcher. 


Coming from a cold wet 
place, he wasn’t used to the 
heat. It was a true trial by fire, 
but Holwell survived. It made 
him stronger and gave him 
the confidence to keep going. 


Moving to Toronto in 1985 
to pursue his accounting ca- 
reer, he spent several years 
with one of the big account- 
ing firms before joining the 
trucking industry. 


He got married and started 
a family, but the love of run- 


In 1991, he qualified and en- 
tered his first Boston Mara- 
thon. An experience he would 
never forget and one that has 
become the focus of his train- 
ing and his life. 


Being an accountant, Hol- 
well knows his way around 
a spreadsheet and is metic- 
ulous in keeping a log of his 
running miles. He has logged 
every single mile and every 
single workout he has ever 
done. 


He once logged 2,408 miles 
in one year and logged over 
25,000 miles in the 10 years 
between 1994 and 2003. 


In all, Holwell has complet- 
ed 72 marathons with a per- 
sonal best time of two hours 
and 47 minutes. 


This amazing total includes 
26 marathons with a time 
under three hours, certainly a 
testament to his consistency. 


He credits much of his suc- 
cess to an opportunity to 
train with the late Gord Dix- 
on, an Olympic marathoner 
and noted running coach 
from Burlington. 


“Gord got me into track 
work ... and he made me re- 
alize that I needed to spend 
time working on my upper 
body strength.” 


“The track work made me 
faster and tougher and the 
strength training allowed me 
to maintain good posture 
during the later stages of the 
race,” adds Holwell. 


Like most athletes, Holwell 
had to overcome adversity in 
order to keep doing the sport 
he loves. In 2008, he was di- 
agnosed with prostate cancer 
and was ordered to have im- 
mediate surgery. 


With surgery scheduled for 

Jan. 28, 2008, the prospect 
of entering the Boston Mar- 
athon that year looked bleak; 
however, he came through 
with flying colours, and the 
doctor gave him the green 
light in March. 


Holwell booked his flight 
to Boston to keep the streak 
alive. In the seven years that 
followed his surgery, he re- 
corded some of the best times 


ever: A strange unexplainable 
phenomena that baffles even 
his doctor. 


Somehow prostate surgery 
made him go faster, certainly 
a tribute to modern medicine. 


Holwell certainly is not 
without humour. When asked 
what keeps him going, he 
quipped, “Beer. Plenty of Co- 
ors Light after runs seems to 
be the ticket,” as he smiled 
and gave me a wink. 


So how about diet, Holwell? 


“Don't get me started,” he 
responded. “Honestly, I am 
not a poster boy for a pristine 
diet. I can say with complete 
truthfulness that I don’t eat 
vegetables!” 


“I have been lucky over the 
years,” he said. “I have nev- 
er had much in the way of 
injuries that typically plague 
runners and I am thankful for 
that.” 


In all, Holwell has been run- 
ning for 39 years and has no 
plans to hang the running 
shoes up. 


He can be seen training out 
of Lifetime Fitness in Missis- 
sauga on Tuesdays and Sat- 
urdays, and he has plans to 
enter the Dublin Marathon 
this fall. 


Hats off to Dermot Holwell 
for being able to juggle a ca- 
reer, family and a passion for 
running.

Eligibility distances are cal- 
culated using appropriate

It 
is also important to note that 


parents are responsible ‘for 
safely getting their children 
to and from school. 


How do I know if my child 
is eligible for transporta- 
tion? 


Student Transportation of 
Peel Region (STOPR) has 
a website, www.stopr.ca, 
where you can find informa- 
tion concerning transpor- 
tation including bus safety, 
procedures, late buses, can- 
cellations, and frequently 
asked questions and as well 
whether your child is eligible 
for transportation based on 
your home address. Click on 
“Am I Eligible for Transpor- 
tation” and enter your infor- 


mation. 


In addition, if your child is 

eligible for transportation, 
beginning the last week of 
August to the end of June 
each year, at www.stopr.ca 
you can securely access your 
child’s specific transporta- 
tion information, including 
bus stop location and pick- 
up and drop-off times. Click 
on “Parent/Student Login” 
and enter the information 
required. To ensure privacy 
of information you will be 
required to enter the Ontario 
Education Number (OEN), 
which can be found on your 
child’s report card.

use many strategies to keep children safe 


Peel schools provide a 
safe environment for staff 
and students to work and 
learn. The board has many 
procedures to ensure safe- 
ty. To keep students safe, 
schools use many strate- 
gies including: 


¢ Requiring all parents and 
visitors to check in at the 
main office and obtain vis- 
itor passes 

¢ The use of a “buddy sys- 
tem”: students can only 
leave the classroom if ac- 
companied by another 
student (for example, go- 
ing to the washroom) 

¢ Assigning teachers to su- 
pervise inside and outside 
the school during recesses, 
before and after school 


¢ Locking all exteriors 
doors, including the main 
entrance, during school 
hours [elementary schools 
only] 

¢ Encouraging staff to reg- 
ularly review street-proof- 
ing skills with students 

¢ Expecting staff and stu- 
dents to report unidenti- 
fied individuals to the of- 
fice immediately 

¢ Holding fire drills and 
“lockdown” rehearsals 

¢ Having evacuation plans 
in place 

¢ Ensuring that all staff and 
volunteers have up-to-date 
criminal record checks 
eWorking with the police 
to provide education on 
street-proofing 

PDSB feels that it is im- 


portant that you also take 
this opportunity to review 
safe procedures with your 
child. Peel Regional Police 
have provided the follow- 
ing safety guidelines: 

¢ Tell your children to 
never go anywhere with 
a stranger, not to talk to 
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strangers and never take 
anything from them. You 
also have to teach them 
what a “safe stranger” is in 
case they need help. A safe 
stranger includes a police 
officer, a cashier, a fire- 
fighter. 

¢ Develop a “what if” game 


for children to get them 
thinking about how they 
would respond if they felt 
threatened or afraid. 

¢ Know who your children 
play with and where they 
go. This includes keeping 
a list of their friend’s ad- 
dresses and phone num- 
bers. 

* Do not leave your child 
in unsupervised locations, 
such as cars, parks, public 
washrooms, arenas, malls 
and plazas, etc. 

¢ Teach your children 
where and how to get help. 
Go with them on their reg- 
ularly travelled routes. 
eYour child’s body is pri- 
vate. Tell your children 
that no one may touch 
the area their bathing suit 


covers. If someone tries to 
touch them, they should 
tell you immediately. 

eTeach your children to 
talk to you immediately 
when someone does any- 
thing that makes them feel 
strange or uncomfortable. 


Listen when your children 
are trying to tell you about 
something that bothers 
them and provide them 
with support and under- 
standing.
